A SHOCKING DYNAMITE EXPLOSION 

is reported from Llansamlet, Glamorganshire. It 
appears that on Tuesday a number of miners

GALLANT RESCUE BY FIREMEN. 


SuomrLY after nine o'clock a.m. on Jan. 12 
& fire broke out at 71, Sussex-road, Brixton, 
tenanted by Mr. J. В. Tadman. ‘The premises 
are used as a laundry, and some linen which was 
being aired in a back room on the ground-floor 
was somehow set ablaze. The flames spread 
considerably before they were noticed, so that 
when the engine turned out from Shepherd’s- 
lane Station the house was full of smoke, and the 
fire in a fair way of spreading through the house. 
A hydrant, however, was deemed sufficient to 
check the outbreak. 

As the work of extinction was proceeding, Mrs.

Firemen Westhrop 
and Mitchell immediately dashed for the stair- 
case, but recoiled before the dense volumes of 
smoke and flame that met them. Again and 
again they tried to force their way, but found 
the hall impassable. The neighbours hurried up 
with a ladder, and, having placed this against 
the wall, the two gallant fellows reached the 
upper windows and plunged into the smoke, 
which filled the front room and rolled into the 
outer air as they entered. 

For some time they were lost to sight, and 
оре had begun to fear for their safety, when 

litchell reappeared, a baby safe in his arms. 
Expectant helpers on the ladder received the 
child, and the firemen resumed their desperate 
search, nor desisted till, nearly suffocated, the 
were beaten back by the stifling fumes whic 
filled the house. Then it was discovered that no 
life had been lost by their defeat. The little 
babe was the only inmate of the building, all the 
others having previously reached a place of 
safety. ‘The rescued child, who is a boy, nine 
months old, was sent to the hospital suffering 
from burns and partial suffocation. When the 
flames were subdued it was found that the airing- 
room was nearly burnt out, and the other four 
rooms of the house damaged by fire, smoke, and.

THE “BLIZZARD” IN AMERICA 
200 PERSONS FROZEN TO DEATH! 


APPALLING accounts of suffering and loss of life 
consequent on the recent ‘‘blizzard’’ (ог 
terrible snowstorm) in the North-west continue 
to come in as the remoter regions are heard from. 
The storm has been followed by a freezing 
temperature throughout the North-west, the 
weather being more severe than any that has 
been experienced since 1864. Thousands are 
suffering for lack offuel. The lives lost include 
those of 145 persons frozen to death in Dakota, 
twelve in Minnesota, seventeen in Nebraska, six 
in Iowa, two in Montana, one in Wisconsin, and 
one in Colorado; while other persons are re- 
aee to be missing. Ап estimate of two 

undred victims is not an exaggerated one. The 
thermometer declined in some places to 40 deg. 
below zero, and a freezing temperature prevailed 
with sleet storms as far as the Gulf coast. ‘The 
storm was, in fact, a genuine ‘‘ blizzard," and 
came without any warning. The following 
description — given by the Daily News — of its 
appearance 

IN DAKOTA, 


applies as well to all the localities visited :— 


Dakota never had more perfect wiuter weather than at 
sunrise last Wednesday (Jan. 11). ‘The air was clear as 
crystal, and every object about the horizon was distinctly 
visible. The wind was from the south, warm and balmy ; 
and before the sun was high in the sky a decided thaw set 
in. The farmers took advantage of the beautiful weather 
to go to town to draw wood, һау, &c. About noon a cloud 
was seen along the north-western horizon, lying close to the 
ground, but stretching from west to north in a dark semi- 
circle. Little attention was paid to it, but in an hour the 
cloud had swept over the country. The sun was obscured, 
the snow was falling fast,and a gale was sweeping fromthe 
north-west with terrible fury.

wind. The air was full of snow, fine as flour; and the

A BONNY BRITISH 

PROTECTORATE DECLARED. 

The British and ican Steam 
Navigation Company’s Royal Mail 
steamer Roquelle, Captain J. 8. Hely, 
has arrived in the Mersey with mails 
and passengers from the West Coast 
of Africa. A meeting, said to be the 
largest ever held in the oil rivers, took 
place at Bonny on the 12th ult. The 
"palaver" was convened by Rear 
Admiral Sir Walter Hunt Grubb on 
board her Majesty's "E Royalist, and 
was attended by Consul H. H. Johnston 
and all the traders, kings, and chiefs 
of the various rivers. It was held for 
the purpose of notifying to the kings, 
chiefs, and people of the oil rivers, 
from the right bank of the Benin to 
the Rio del Неу, that her Majesty was 
pleased to afford her gracious pro- 
tection to them and to officially notify 
the establishment of the British pro- 
tectorate over the rivers and the ope 
of all markets of the interior to 
people. The Admiral, at the meeting, 
cautioned the assembled kings and 
chiefs against molesting any Europeans 
who wished to go to the interior 
markets, as such interference would 
bring down severe punishment from 
the Consul. It was also mentioned 
by the Admiral that the charges 
brought against King Ja Ja had been 
mostly proved, and he (the Admiral) 
was reluctantly compelled to depose 
the king and to banish him from his 
country. Out of consideration for 
his past greatness the Admiral in- 
tended to recommend her Majesty’s 
Government іо grant Ja Ja an annual 
allowance of £800. King Ja Ja had 
been presented with a new wife, and 
was allowed plenty of freedom at Accra. 

+ # * 


The Roquelle passed Sierra Leone 
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lon the 27th ult. Sir Francis De 
Winton had returned to the British 
settlement, ‘having concluded the 
hostilities against the Younies. The 
General left a garrison of British 
troops at Robbarie, which is the capital 
of the enemy’s country. Bey Simerah 
was held a prisoner by the British as 
а guarantee that the fines imposed 
by Sir Samuel Rowe would be paid. 
His Excellency had imposed a fine of 
£200 on the Masimerah tribe and £100 
on the Bey Cobola and people of 
Marampa for their participation with 
the Yonnies in the hostilities against 
the British. The British troops have 
also captured Pu Kondo, famous as the 
keeper of the ‘‘ Robbarie Devil." Sir 
Samuel Rowe had returned to Sierra 
Leone from the Yonnie country. Queen 
Myarroh had also arrived at the British 
settlement. She reigns at Sulymah, 
near Sierra Leone, and it was through 
her that the recent disturbances at 
Sulymah took place. Her presence 
in the British settlement is doubtless to 
put matters in her dominion on a more 
peaceful footing.
